Ir is quite a pleasant event to witness the revival, (for such it ma 
be ealled) of a sterling old comedy, like The Beauwr Stratagem ; whi 
though a little too broad in its dialect and allusions for modern refine- 
ment, has yet sc much redeeming wit and humour, that we are  dis- 
posed to look over its imperfections, and hail it as a very pleasant re- 
lief from the insipidity of modern comedies,- Mr. Charles Kemble 
was the @rcher ; there never could have been a better, and at present, 
he is quite without. a rival. Mr. Warde was 4imwell, and was as 
sombre and dull as he alvays is in comedy. Blanchard played Sullen 
well, but he looked much too old; thé author, howerer, did not mean 
to make him appear older than Lady Bountiful, and render the union 
80 completely unnatural. , 

The Boniface of Mr. Bartley was too violent and forced : it did not 
evince this actor’s usual judgment. Power's Foigard was extremely 
good ;—but next to the rcher of Mr. Kemble, we ought to rank the 
Scrub of Mr. Keeley ; it was in the true spitit of the author, and was 
throughout a most finished performance :—the scene with Archer, in 
which he attempts to imitate the manners of the London footman, was 
irresistibly ludicrous. Miss Chester made her first appearance for the 
season, as Mre. Suilen ;—she is ooking as magnificently handsome as 
ever ; perhaps she will be satisfied with this praise, for we cannot ex- 
tend it to her acting, which wanted spirit, and she was withal marvel- 
lously imperfect, perpetually having recourse to the prompter. The 
Dorinda of Mrs. Chatterley, and the Cherry of Miss Forde, were very 
fair ; and as Mrs. Davenport was the Lady Bountiful, we could only 
regret that she had so little to do. The comedy was exceedingly well 
received, and announced for repetition’ on Saturday amidst much ap- 
plause.—The Pantomime concladetl; The house, after second price, 
was well filled. We are informed that Miss Neleon’s next character 
is to be Rosalind. 

Mies Paton made her appearance, at the Dublin Theatre, on Satur- 
day last, as Rosetia, in Love in a Village ; her voice is anid to evince 
symptoms of impaired health.
